SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The advertising material entitled Hot and Sizzling is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The advertising material is a white A4 piece of paper with black text on one side and a 
black and white image of a naked woman on the other. The text lists a number of sex 
related products for sale, such as vibrators, lingerie, and dolls. The image of the 
woman presents her naked body, particularly her breasts and genitals, for the sexual 
titillation of the viewer. There is likely injury to persons under 18 years of age from the 
availability of the advertising material. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) applies to this 
advertising material. The classification given is considered to be a reasonable limit on 
the rights and freedoms contained in the NZBR Act. 
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
